' reluctant to do what is palpably wrong, ſo we ſhould be 
care ful to avoid whatever has the appearance of it, leaſt our 
_ conduct give cauſe of offence, or be the means of miſlead- 
ing others.

Ihe ſame love of virtue and rectitude which inclines us to 
_ do good, willprompt vs at the ſame time to take all proper 
and as nt precautions that the good we do * be not evil 
ſpoken at;“ tor this is injurious not only o our own repu- 
tation, put to che cauſe of virtue itſelf.

to the thing whoſe worth and utility ThEF: would otherwile 
aſſert.”

To obviate and 


cenſure the calumnies which have been malicioully and ex- 


tenſively circulated concerning it, and Which'we ſincerely 


lament have been too ſucceſsful in prejudicing the minds of 


many worthy and reſpectable perſons, it will only 7 neceſ- 
ſary to ſtate briefly the principles on which it reſts,

time, afford an opportunity of tracing theſe foul aſperſions 


to the poiſonous ſource from which they originated, 


Recent events have imprinted it deeply in the recollection 


of every inhabitant of our iſland, that a moſt attrocious con- 


(piracy was formed and extended 1 in this country, to over-

turn 
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turn the Conſtſtution and Government under which we live, 


and by whoſe benign influence the nation had attained an un. 


exampled ſtate of proſperity and opulence. This unnatural 
combination was concerted and promoted by the aclive zeal 
of unprincipled and deſigning agitators, encouraged by aſſu. 
rance of foreign aid from our moſt inveterate enemies, whoſe 
ſeductive projects and indefatigable exertions have been 


nearly fatal to the enemies of Europe. For this purpoſe 


they early declared hoſtility to all regular Governments, and 
formed committees to foment inſurrection in every country 
to which their baneful influence could reach. How far their 
daring attempts have been attended with ſucceſs, the de- 
plorable ſituation of ſeveral Continental Nations ſuſhciently _ 
declare. The Britiſh Iſlands preſented the moſt formidable 
barrier to their ambitious views ; and hence it became an ob- 
5 ject of their ſerious concern to detach this country from Bri- 
tain, in order to weaken her power and reſources. A cor- 
reſpondence was accordingly opened with ſeditious ſocieties 
here, even in their infant ſtate, and their growth encouraged 
by abundant ſupplies of ſuitable aliment. Diſcontents were 
excited among the maſs of tbe people, under plauſible pre- 
texts of alledged grievances; and the foundation of due 
ſubordination Tapped, by the open and unqualified abuſe of 
the regular Orders of the State. 7 he ſpurious and | impo- 
ling doctrines of liberty and equality were ſedulouſly diflemi- 
nated, and the lower clafſes encouraged to expect a ſhare in 
the property of their more wealthy and induſtrious neigh. 
bours. Abſurd as theſe inducements to inſuęrrction were, 
when viewed with the deliberate eye of reaſon ; they were 
well calculated to impoſe upon the credulity of the multi- 
. tude, who are generally more goyerned by the impulſe of 
_ appelite and the Cclulive ſuggeſtions of an heated imagina- 
tion, than the cautious and prudential dictates of cool deli- 
| beration. Seditious ſocieties were ſoon multiplied, and re- 
: volutionary ideas became alarmingly prevalent. A ſyſtem of 
terror was conſtructed and enforced, to compel thoſe to join 
the ſtandard of Rebellion, hdr a ſenſe of duty and of 
honeſty retained in their olicgiance. Aſſaſſination of ſul. 


pected adverſaries became frequent, and the whole machinery 


ef inſurrection was ſet in motion. Atheiſm and contempt of 
religion were zealouſly propagated, in order to eradicate 
from the human heart thoſe ſocial and moral Fes which

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Hold ſociety together, and. to prepare their agents for the uſe 
of any meas that might be thought neceſlary for the accom- 


pliſhment of their nefarious purpoſes, 


— To reſiſt and defeat ſuch dangerous deſigns | E me obvious 
duty of every good ſubdjed; and this Jaudable determinatien 
gave riſe to the Orange -nititution*.— When locictes ford 


for the ſubverſion of religion and regular government were 


daily gaining ground, and threats held out to intimidate all 


who ſhewed a reluctance to join them, it became inciſpenſa- 


| bly neceſlary for the friends of the Conſtitution to affociate 
together, and adopt ſuch meaſures as prudence might deviſe 
for the preſervation both of public tranquility and their own 


perſonal ſafety, which in many places was openly menaced 


by their diſaffected neighbours, It became neceſſary to ex- 
cite and cheriſh a ſpirit of loyalty which began to languith 
and decline to a degree heretofore unknown in this country: 


and it was neceſſary, undef theſe threatening circumſtances, 


5 for every perſon who was really attached to religion, civil 
order, and law, to rally round the Altar and the Throne, 
which were in imminent danger of being overturned. 


It confers diſtinguiſhed credit on the early members of the 


| Orange Inſtitution, that they afſociated together for this truly 
patriotic purpoſe, unſupported and unprotected by the great

The lower claſſes of Proteſtants, 
actuated by an invincible and zealous regard for their King- 
and Country, ſtood forward at this perilous criſis in the ſpi- 
rited defence of both. Though at firſt few in number and 


humble in rank, and at a time when Jovalty was almoſt be-

Increaſe, a ſpirit of loyalty increaſed with the: Ng and mu- 
tual ſtrength and confidence ſucceeded to the place of ſu- 
- Pineneſs and deſpondency in the breatts of loyal men. the 
ranks of the armed afſ>ciations among us were ſoon filled 

with ardent and reſolute protectors of the Conflitution ; and 


the prompt and effzntial ſervices of the Orange Y comanty, 
during the late rebeliion, will not ſoon be forgotten, 


The Members of the Orange Inititution being thus inſtru- 5 
mental in uniformly reliffing the progreſs, and contributing. 
to dateat the revolutionary deligns of confederated traitors, 
became of courſe objects of their moſt pointed and vindic- 
tive reſentment.
